OF FALL RIVER MILL MEN 


NOT ACCEPTABLE TO OPERATIVES 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 22.—The pre- 


vailing Impression here among the labor 
leaders and employes generally is that 
the proposition submitted to them by 
the members of the Manufacturers' as- 
sociation, together with the new sliding 
•cale of wages and a. promise of an ad- 
vance of 5 percent at the beginning of 
the ne* year, will not be accepted by 
Fall River's mill operatives. When of- 
fered, the labor leaders looked Upon the 
sliding scale with favor and would have 
made recommendations to the flv* 
unions of the city that the manufac- 
turers' agreement be ratified, with per- 
haps a slight chance. But thl* feeling 
hag undergone a change, and the union 
operatives declare thettMlvea not to 
be In accord with Its probations. 


President Tansey of th* textile coun- 


cil called the 15 members vt that body 
to order last evening In Carders' hall, 
and a long discussion of the'manufac- 
turers' proposition wai had, the mem- 
bers seemingly being a unit in opposi- 
tion to accepting the sliding scale be- 
fore an increase In wages was granted. 


The members of the council consider 


the adoption of such a scale as that pro- 
posed by the manufacturers to be of 


too much importance to be taken up and 
disposed of hastily. They prefer to ac- 
cept the advance conditionally and work 
out the details of a sliding scale grad- 
ually and with care. Both sides admit 
that a scale on lines similar to that pro- 
posed by the manufacturers, with such 
changes as should be agreeable to all 
parties interested, would be of great ad- 
vantage to the cotton cloth industry of 
the city. 


The schedule proposed by the manu- 


facturers is only a ro'ugh draft, and it 


\ was not believed that the textile body 
would accept it in its present stage. It 
was simply submitted to make a start 
and get both sides interested in the wage 
question and finally bring about an 
agreement which would settle the dif- 
ferences resulting from dissatisfied help 
in th* local mills. 


Manufacturers intimate that they be- 


lieve they have made a concession to the 
help, and that they hop« (or favorable 
consideration ot It A sliding scale 
•would be of great advantage, they say, 
and would promise operatives and mill 
men security. Contract* could be based 
on actual condition* and labor dis- 
turbances would not have to be taken 
Into consideration.

NEWS CLOUDED BY BRITISH CENSORSHIP 


Contradictory News of War Office, Communica- 


tion with Estcourt Has Been Cut Off. Frag- 


mentary Dispatches Fail to Throw 


Much Light on the Situation 


Nov. 
?2.—The latest aireci 


news from Ladysmlth, dated Nov. 16 
and Nov. 17, strangely conflicts with the 
reiterated reports of "tremendous bat- 
tles" and "great British victories" 
Wednesday and Thursday. Neither of 
the later messages, though dispatched 
on the day tallowing the dates of the 
alleged nghto, mentions any treat en- 
gagemti t or Boer defeat. On the con- 
trary, both distinctly state that beyond 
a false alarm on Tuesday evening and a 
little increased shelling Thursday and 
Friday, causing little damage, every- 
thing was perfectly quiet, and the garrl- 
ton was chafing under its enforced in- 
activity. 


Of course, reliable dispatches may 


bave been censored or captured with the 
native runners, but tHese tales are so 
flattering to the British that they have 
a distinct flavor of being belated ac- 
couifts from Kaffir sources of affair* 
previously reported. 


Tfie announcement from Durban that 


communication with Estcourt is inter- 
rupted seems to confirm the belief that a 
Boer commando has. established itself 
at Willow Grange, or near the Mool 
river, and has cut,the telegraph wires. 


Nevertheless, whateTjer definite knowl- 


edge the British commanders may have 
obtained from the scouts concerning the 
disposition of the Boer commands In 
Natal and the conditions of the be- 
leagured garrisons particularly, nothing 
has been allowed to develop for the pub- 
lic information. 


It is certain that, owing to the heavy 


work of debarkation and entraining at 
Durban, the preparations for the ad- 
vance of the relief force are In no wise 
BO advanced as had been supposed. This 
may also be due to the necessity of push- 
Ing stores and provisions to the front 
In needful quantities before the troops 
are sent On the other hand the celerity 
with which troops are being pushed for- 
ward from Cape Town equally tends to 
show that all such preparations regard- 
Ing forage and provisions were already 
well advanced before the troops arrived 
In Cape Town. 


General Methuen's baggage has ar- 


rived at De Aar, addressed to "Lord 
Methuen, Pretoria, via Cape Town." 


The reoccupation of Naauw Poort la 


good news for the British. It is not 
known here from what point the troops 
came, but It Is presumed they were from 
De Aar, in which event it will not be long 
before Stromberg also Is reoccupied. 
Naauw Poort commands the gap in the 
Kikvorsh-Berg, the last strong fighting 
position south of Orange river, and was 
admirably suited to Boer tactics. 


The Midland News says that Messrs. 


Vanderwalt and Gober, members -of the 
Cape assembly, have Joined the Boer 
forces at Colesburg. 


The war correspondent of The Stand- 


ard at Estcourt telegraphs as follows 
under Monday's date: No actual con- 
firmation can be obtained of the report 
that General Joubert has moved"frnrn 
his position in front of Ladysmith. Our 
patrols and spies have ascertained be- 
yond a doubt that several small com- 
mandoes are working southward. There 
Is a growing belief here that we will 
move toward Ladysmith about the end 
of this week. 


General Clery, acting under instruc- 


tions from General Buller, has issued a 
proclamation at Durban announcing 
that the government will exact full com- 
pensation for damage done to the prop- 
erty of loyalists. 


Mr. Collet, the correspondent of the 


London Dally Mall at Stonnberg, while 
bearing a message from Mr. Schreiner, 
the Cape premier, to President Steyn of 
the Orange Free State, with Mr. Mi- 
ner's sanction, was arrested by the Boers 
in the mountains and conveyed to 
Bloemfonteln.

It is to be considered 
naturally that the transfer was to be 
the act of Mrs. Dewey, as well as of the 
admiral.

Sixth Vice President Who Has 


Died in Office 


Washington, Nov. 2Z.—Vice President 


Hobart died at Paterson, N. X, at 8:30 
B. m. yesterday. Mr. Hobart had been 
failing; since late Monday afternoon, al- 
though the reports given out at the 
house were that he was holding his own. 


Mr. Hobart's death bad been expected 


for some houcs. 
The beginning of the 


end was Monday afternoon, when there 
was a sudden failure of the heart, and 
from this attack Mr. Hobart never ral- 
lied. 
He had been aick for a long time, 


and had suffered frequently from heart 
failure, and his strength had been under- 
mined. 
Gradually the failure of the 


heart's action became more apparent, 
and soon after midnight Monday night 
Mr. Hobart became unconscious. 
He 


remained in that condition until bis 
death,

Although many regarded Mr. Hobart's 


Illness In the early and latter part of 
the summer as serious, it was not until 
late In October that his family and 
friends began to despair of his llf».

Hotoart was then Informed of the fatal 
character of his malady—dilated right 
heart, due to myocarditis—and he re- 
marked: 
"Well, If It must be that I 


am to f«, I may as well b* resigned to 
my fate."

week continued to Improve and to eat 
•olid food with a rellalk. 
On Sunday, 


however, hi* appetite failed, and he 
gradually grew weaker and weaker. He 
realised a few hour* before he became 
unconscious that he wa* near to death, 
and he said to those about the bedside: 
"I know that my time l* nearly up, but 
death 1* welcome to me."

The last change for the worst in the 


vice president's illness was observed 
Monday afternoon when he was visited 
with a weak spell. 
He had battled 


through several similar attacks, and it 
was thought for a time that he would 
come out of this one. 
He did, but he 


was very weak, and it was plain to be 
seen that he was sinking 
He rallied 


again, however, and tried to be cheer- 
ful, but toward midnight his condition 
was beyond hope. 


Dr. Newton called Mrs. Hobart and 


the vice president's son and Mrs. New- 
ton, 
and with the nurse they gathered 


closer to the bedside of the dying man 
Now and again the patient rallied, and 
In these moments spoke to his wife and 
son. 
What he said Is known only to 


them. 
Shortly before 12 o'clock the 


vice president was again stricken with 
an attack of angina pectoris, and fol- 
lowing this he lapsed into a, state of un- 
consciousness, from which he never 
•gain emerged. 


Vice President Hobart's funeral on 


Saturday will be attended by the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, the supreme court, 
the senate in a body and a large com- 
mittee from the house of representatives, 
besides many other high dignitaries of 
the government, who will Journey to 
Paterson to pay their last tribute of 
respect to the memory of the vice pres- 
ident. 
Every senator has been invited 


to be present, and the senate will meet 
In New York Saturday, and thence travel 
In a body to Paterson.

dent or vice president is s«tnoved, or a 
president shall be elected." 


The law further provides tJiat when 


one of the above cabinet officers suc- 
ceeds to the presidency he shall call a 
special session of congress.

terms of the Constitution, and who have

By the death of Mr. Hobart, Senator 


William P. Frye of Maine becomes pres- 
ident pro tempore of the senate, and will 
discharge all the duties of the vice pres- 
ident as presiding officer of that body. 
The senate rules specifically provide that 
no election is necessary at the beginning 
of the session. 
Senator Frye, accord- 


ingly, will continue as presiding officer 
till the end of President McKlnley's 
administration, unlefjs he chooses to 
resign, or the senate wishes to elect an- 
other senator to the office. 


A curious coincidence is found in the 


fact that ol the six vice presidents who 
have died in office, four died in the same 
month of the year, and on days of the 
month that are not far apart, the date 
of Mr. Hobart's death being Nov. 21, 
1899; that of Mr. 'W'ilson, Nov. 22, 1875; 
that of Elbndge, Gerry, Nov. 23, 1814, 
and that of Hendrlcks, Nov. 2B, 1885. 
The other two vice presidents who died 
in office were Clinton and King. 
The 


former died April 20,1812, and the latter 
April 17,1853. 


Mr. Hobart's Illness first attracted 


public attention when he went to Long 
Branch last summer. He spent a por- 
tion of the summer there, and during 
that time had" a number of w?ak spells. 
It was not admitted then by his phy- 
sician or family that he was seriously 
111. Although he continued in falling 
health, he wftS able to drive out and at- 
tended the ii6ng Branch horse show, 
near the end of the Long- Branch season. 
Mr. Hobart went to his'Paterson home 
In company with Mrs. Hobart, his son 
and secretary. It was not publicly ad- 
mitted then by his physician or family 
that he -B as seriously ill. 


About a month agro Mr. Hobart's Ill- 


ness took a decided change for the 
worse, and shortly after that a notice 
was issued by the family to the public, 
admitting that the vice president's con- 
dition was critical, and that little hope 
of his recovery was entertained. It was 
also announced that he certainly would 
never again appear In public life. Mr. 
Hobart's family, his personal and Inti- 
mate friends and political associates 
have since been resigned to the inevit- 
able, although there were times In the 
last days of the vice president's illness 
that he was bright and appeared to be 
growing stronger. This was especially 
the case during the tost 10 days. His 
appetite improved, and he was reported 
to have passed several comfortable 
nights.

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THE OUTPOST IN THE SKY. 
T 


HE outpost in the sky U a fea- 
ture of modern -warfare. 
It 


sounds strange to speak of pick- 
eting the heavens and patrolling 


the empyrean, but such is the way in 
which the British are watching Boer 
Operations in South Africa at the pres- 
ent time. 


Balloons, It is true, are not altogether 


new in warfare. They were used about 
Paris during the Franco-Prussian war, 
and in fact had been put to a test dur- 
ing our own civil war. A balloon also 
figured in 'the capture of Santiago, but 
as a general thing it must be confessed 
that the kite and balloon corps was nev- 
er looked upon as a very valuable ad- 
junct to an army. 


It was not until the invention of wire- 


less telegraphy that military balloon- 
ing became a valuable auxiliary to the 
advance guard of an army. This won- 
Vlerful discovery brought about the pos- 
sibility for a new system of reconnoiter- 
'ing, and England has shown herself 
'to be up to date by having no less than 
20 war balloons at the Cape. Ten of 
these are in Natal and ten distributed 
at other points. 
These balloons are 


made of gold beaters' skin and have 
proved quite impermeable, having kept 
UP six months at Aldershot without los- 
ing their lifting power. 


The British have already put their 


balloons to actual use in observing the 
operations of the Boers and have found 
them particularly valuable, owing to 
the rough and broken nature of the 
country in which most of the fighting 
has been taking place. The most suc- 
cessful of these balloons in actual op- 
eration were the smaller class, with a 
capacity of 11,000 cubic feet of gas and 
able to soar up into the clouds with 
two men and all the necessary equip-

But we have been trying as gracefully 
as we could, and we shall simply have 
to keep on trying, without doing it too 
abruptly to eliminate the admiral's 
name and emphasize the fact that it a 
navy arch, a national monument that 
we intend, not to be erected m honor 
of a single individual, but one Jb.at 
shall stand for all time as a testimony 
of our appreciation of the .glorious 
deeds of the navy, from the time of 
Decatur and Paul Jones until now." 


Note the last two words, "until now."

In a letter to the London Times 


George Lacy, who says he has known 
the Boera intimately since 1862, has 
fought for them, traded with them, 
dug gold and diamonds for them, lived 
In their houses, been a guest at many 
hundreds of their farms and written 
the biographies of all their explorers 
and the history of many of their great- 
est deeds, asks permission to correct 
what, he asserts, are misconceptions 
in respect to the status of the burghers. 


The Initial error into which well 


meaning people fall, he adds, is as to 
the first occupation of the Gape. The 
British flag was planted there in 1620, 
he says, years before the Dutch ad- 
vent, but as the then government bad 
no opinion of its value no serious at- 
tempt was made to occupy it 


The second is that the Boers are a 


pure Dutch race, but as a matter ol 
fact they are largely French. The 
Huguenot immigrants formed a very 
considerable section of the original 
Cape Boers, but the Dutch, being in a 
majority, ruthlessly forbade the use of 
the French language. Generals Jou- 
bert and Viljoen are of French descent, 
and so are very many of the leading 
Boers in South Africa. 


Third.—It is supposed that the Boers 


are entitled to the countries they oc- 
cupy by right of discovery. North of 
the Orange river the Boers were first 
nowhere except along the coastal lands 
of Great Namaqnaland to Walvisch 
bay. Bechuanaland was first entered 
by the Bev. B. Anderson, 1799; in 1801 
Dr. Someville reached Old Lattaku; 
in 1808 Dr. Cowan was on the Lim- 
popo; in 1812 Dr. Burchall in the Kala- 
hari desert; in 1813 the Rev, J. Camp- 
bell in the Orange Free State and 1820 
at Mafeking; in 1824 the Rev. R. Mof- 
fatt at Molopolole; D. Hume, in 1829, 
was the first hi the Transvaal, and the 
same year R. Scoon was where Pre- 
toria now stands; In 1834 the last nam- 
ed was at Lake Chrissie and then at 
ZoutpanBberg, J. Gibson reaching the 
same the following year; Hume, 1830, 
was the first white man in the Tati dis- 
tricts and in 1838 the first in Mang- 
wato; Captain Outfield, 1822, was the 
first in the Amaswazi country and 
Lieutenant Farewell and bis party the 
first settlers in Natal; John Cane, 1827, 
the first explorer of Zulu and Ama- 
tonga hinds; Captain Gardiner, R. King 
and H. Ogle, 1835, the first explorers of 
inland Natal to the Drakensberg; Liv- 
ingstone, Oswell and Wilson, 1849, the 
first to Lake Kgami; 8. H. Edwards, 
Wilson, Oswell and Livingstone, 1861, 
to the Zambezi; Edwards and Moffatt, 
1854, to Matabeleland; H. Hartley and 
party to eastern Mashonaland, 1865. 
The Boer comes in nowhere at all. 


Fourth.—The reasons of the great 


trek are mostly misunderstood. 
The 


edicts to which the trekkers took of- 
fense affected all colonists alike, Dutch, 
and English, but the latter took no ex- 
ception to them. The bottom motive 
was that the Boers object to any gov- 
ernment whatever that ventures to tax 
them to the extent of one penny. They 
trekked away from their own govern- 
ment in the Transvaal 40 years later 
and again later still.- A good many 
references have been, made in a maud- 
lin way to the affair at'Schlagtersnek, 
The story is too Jong to relate here, 
but those who have denounced the 
hanging of the men conveniently over- 
look the fact that they were condemn- 
ed not by English, but by Dutch 
judges. It is probable that they did 
not know this, but that is tantamount 
to saying that they did not know any- 
thing at all about the matter and only 
repeated parrotlike what they had read 
in some Boer organ. Mr. Morley, I be* 
lieve, is among these. 


Fifth.—The Boers did not obtain pos- 


session of the Transvaal by settlement, 
but by conquest, tempered with massa- 
cre. The poor, downtrodden 'Matabele 
were in possession at'the time of their 
advent, but, possessing no firearms, 
were driven out with tremendous 
slaughter, in one engagement 3,000 be- 
ing killed without the Boers taring a 
single man. Their whole history has 
been nothing but a history of constant 
attacks upon aboriginal tribes, and 
had it not been that we obligingly sub- 
dued the Basutos, the Bapedi (Siku- 
kunls) and the Zulus for them when 
they were, powerless to help them- 
selves there could have been neither 
Orange Free State nor Trannvaal. 


Sixth.—Both states were free gifts to 


the Boers from ourselves at times 
when we had both at onr feet 


Seventh.—We did not annex the 


Transvaal in 1877 against iheir desires. 
We were there by their own special re- 
quest. That they afterward changed 
their minds is only characteristic of 
them. 


These an some of the historical mis- 


takes into which the public and the 
less informed of our press fall. The 
misconceptions as to their personal 
characteristics are quite as great Aft- 
er Sir George White's eulogium. it 
seems absurd to call them wanting In 
bravery, but I adhere to what I have 
said. 
Their apparent bravery is a 


mixture of fanaticism and contempt 
for us. They have the ingrained con- 
ception—one can hardly call It a be- 
lief, for it is based upon nothing more 
tangible than the constant reading of 
the Old Testament—that they are 
God's chosen people and aw Invincible, 
but of what we understand by courage 
In cold blood they ar» incapable, I 
never knew but one Bow banter who 
would do the daredevil things which 
English hunters do aa a matter of 
course. Boera will .never bunt danger- 
ous game on foot if they can possibly 
avoid it, and in the matter of approach- 
ing wounded animals they carry cau- 
tion to Its utmost verge. As long M 
they are fairly successful or bold an 
obvious advantage' they «**m brave

GREAT MILITARY HIGHWAY. 


Captain Abercvembte Telia of tfce 


OoTcvsnaemt Project la Alaska. 
Before his departure for Washing- 


ton the other day by way of Vancouver 
army post Captain W. R. Abercromble 
talked interestingly of the great north- 
land enterprise he has undertaken in 
the name of the government says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat He arrived 
at Seattle on the Alki at midnight the 
other night from Copper river. As is 
well known in Alaska, but scarcely 
credited elsewhere outside of the na- 
tional capital and Seattle, the feat in- 
volves the construction of a great mili- 
tary road from Port Valdes, on the sea- 
board, to Eagle City, on the mighty 
Yukon. The distance is 385 miles. 
Of this 85 miles have been constructed, 
"and with the same amount of labor as 
was expended on this, the mountain 
division of the road," Captain Aber- 
crombie observed, "the highway can be 
driven through to the Yukon next sea- 
son, and that it will be done I have 
no doubt The route from the present 
terminus lies over a level stretch of 
country. 
We have disposed of the 


mountainous parts. We crossed the 
mountain range by means of two pass- 
es, 2,600 feet being the greatest alti- 
tude attained. The highway is feasi- 
ble for men and horses, and over three- 
fourths of the road constructed a wag- 
on can be driven. There are military 
posts at intervals of 15 and 20 miles 
over the completed portion, and at each 
post two soldiers are stationed and at 
every other post a dog team." 


Captain Abercrombie gave an out- 


line of work to be done in completing 
the road, saying: "The country is level, 
and the route lies across a series of 
rivers. We will ford, bridge and fer- 
ry. The principal streams are the Ton- 
slna, Klutena, Tal Taglena, Chesto- 
chena and the mighty Tanana. In the 
completed portion of the road we con- 
structed 520 feet of bridges. The con- 
struction of this road will open the 
head of Alaska, which is susceptible of 
sustaining stock, strange as the state- 
ment may seem."

that the "court wished it so stated," 
nor isi it-the intent .of this article to 
criticise the court. 


Under the head of disturbing the 


peace, if the defendant was simply an- 
swering a charge of swearing he stood 
convicted by his own. admission and 
that of his principal and. only witness, 
Chauncey Galusha, who was with him 
at the time. But the charge included 
more than that. Not only swearing, 
but the use of vulgar, obscene and 
abusive language on the public street, 
near a citizen's houaei and under such 
circumstances as to compel a belief on 
the part of the complainant that the 
language and the abuse was intended 
and directed to himself. How was the 
charge met? Not by a denial, but bjr a 
claim that the language used was in- 
tended for and directed to the horses 
—the dumb animals, the ddP&ndant was 
driving. This was sworni to by the 
defendant and nisi witness. There was 
no attorney for the commonwealth, 
save the court himself, and no cross- 
examination to any extent except 
through the court. There was virtu- 
ally but onei witness for the state, the 
complainant himself, though his hired 
man was called, but was too far away 
from the scene of the alleged disturb" 
ance to hear anything more of th* 
affair than what was admitted by the 
defense. 


The defendant was discharged. The 


court, in a friendly manner, advised 
him not to use the lan^jage charged, 
not even to his horses, as in a more pub- 
lic place such talk and such language 
might get him into trouble. 


I am not criticising' the soundness of 


the decision rendered, for I assume 
that it was given according to the law 
for such cases made and provided. But 
as a citjzen I cannot help doubting1 the 
soundness of a law under which a 
charge for disturbing the peace de- 
pends on the number disturbed and the 
particular public place, where such 
disturbances may take place, where 
such disturbance may take place. 


I make this statement to correct any 


impression in the public mind that I 
am. or was "over-zealous" in this case. 
It is the first time in my life that I 
ever swore out a warrant of any kind 
for any one. In taking action, however 
disagreeable, 1 felt I owed it to myself 
and to the community.

To the Egyptian death was but the 


beginning of a career of adventures 
and experiences compared with which 
the most vivid emotions of this life 
were tame. He llved^jpita the fear of 
death before his eye*. 
Everything 


around him reminded him of that 
dreadful initiation into the mysteries 
•f the tremendous after life for which 
his present existence was but a 
preparation. His cemeteries were not 
hidden away in remote suburbs; his 
dead were not covered with mere 
grassy mounds or a slab of stone. The 
whole laud was his graveyard; its 
whole art was of the mortuary. "Are 
there no graves in Egypt that thou 
has brought us into the wilderness to 
die?" asked the Israelites in derision, 
and we may believe that Moses winc- 
ed at the sarcasm. 


Egypt is the land of graves, and the 


whole energy of the people, that could 
be spared from keeping life together, 
was devoted to death. The mightiest 
tombs in the world— the pyramids- 
were raised upon the deaths of multi- 
tudes of toiling slaves. The hills were 
honeycombed passages and galleries, 
chambers, pits, all painfully excavated 
in honor of the illustrious dead, and 
sculptured and painted with elaborate 
skill to make them fit habitations for 
his ghost 


Wherever he looked the Egyptian 


beheld preparations for the great turn- 
ing point of existence. 
The mason 


was squaring blocks for the tomb 
chamber; the potter molded Images 
of the -gods, or bowls and jars, to be 
placed in the grave for the protection 
or refreshment of the Ka, exhausted 
with the ordeals of the under world; 
the sculptor and painter were at work 
upon the walls of the funeral cham- 
ber, illustrating the scenes through 
which the ghost was to pass, or de- 
picting the industrious life of the de- 
parted. 


The very temples which cluster along 


the levels beside the Nile were, in a 
sense, but vestibules to the tombs in 
the hills behind. The sacred lake, now 
the weedy, picturesque haunt of water- 
fowl, was then the scene of solemn 
ferryings of the dead. 
The temple 


walls were covered with the terrors 
of the judgment to come. The houses 
of the living, indeed, were built of per- 
ishing mud, but the homes oil the dead 
and the shrines where supplication 
was made to the gods who ruled their 
fate were made to last forever. On 
these all the strength, the science and 
the artistic skill of the ancient Egyp- 
tians were cheerfully lavished.— Sat- 
urday Review. 


THE EXPERT BUTCHER. 


One of HJts Accomplishments tlie 
Ability to Ont Off the Right Weight. 
It is his business, of course, and be 


becomes expert at it, as any man 
might in any work, but the .customer 
who pays any attention to it at all is 
sure to be interested nevertheless la 
the accuracy with which the butcher 
cuts off just the required amount of 
meat. Whether it is two pounds of 
steak, or four pounds of chops, or six 
pounds of conned beef, it's all the same 
to him. He cuts without long dwelling 
upon where to set the knifes. 
He 


slices away sort of casuallike and 
plies the saw 'and lays the meat on 
the scales, and it does not weigh more 
than a quarter or a half pound from 
the weight Required on even the 
heaviest pieces, and on the lighter 
pieces he comes within an ounce or 
two or hits it right on the nail. 


A man, for instance, goes into a 


butcher shop and asks for three and a 
half or four pounds of, say, corned 
beef. The butcher gets a big piece 
out of the pickle, lays it on a block 
and picks up a knife, and, without the 
slightest hesitation, with one strong, 
smooth sweep cuts off a piece, which 
he lays on the scales. It weighs three 
pounds and three-quarters. It is in 
weight exactly midway between the 
limits set. 


The expert butcher gets his ability 


to do this, naturally enough, from 
good judgment, to start with, backed 
up by long experience, but when he 
cuts things as close as this even the 
customer familiar with his skill looks 
upon him as a wizard.— New York 
Bun.

whose supply of stories never grows

"This letter from my old friend Bai- 


ley reminds me, as Abe Lincoln would 
put it, 6f-r,an incident in the life of the 
martyred "president which has never 
before been gtaren to tbe world, and it 
illustrates' one of bis many unparal- 
leled characteristics. Barnnm's 'Great 
and Only' was th%> in its glory, and 
Springfield, always^ 'up to date,' on 
show day was clad in its best bib and 
tucker to witnesaJthe greatest event of 
tbe season. Did you ever see an old 
fashioned circus day in this city? If 
yon have not, It would repay you to 
come miles to see one—tbat is, if you 
could go book a few years. It was like 
no other day and.unlike any other 
city in the world. People came in farm 
wagons—mothers and fathers and chil- 
dren of all ages; little boys and big 
boys and girls in checkered frocks and 
flower decked nata;. yonng men and 
maidens, old men and old women; and 
always the wonderful man who sold 
balloons so opportunely on every cor- 
ner. 


"At the time I apeak of the 'circus 


day1 fever was at its height, and ev- 
ery one within sight of the gorgeous 
bills which pictured untold wonders 
and exciting spectacles was liable to 
catch tbe disease. With hundreds of 
others we were trudging along toward 
the 'greatest aggregation,' then located 
on the old Carpenter lots, Tenth and 
Jefferson streets, and, nearing tbe tick- 
et wagon, were about to buy our tick- 
ets, when up stepped Mr. Lincoln and, 
passing me a f B .bill, said, 'Tom, buy 
me five whole and eight children's 
tickets while I take care of these little 
tackles.' I bought them with mine 
and made tbe divide, and we all start- 
ed for the entrance. He had his small- 
er boy and six other youngsters they 
had picked up. He gave two of the 
whole tickets to a couple of law stu- 
dents, two to an elderly Irishman and 
his .wife, and as he went in with his 
flock he saw a woman with a little 
boy about 7 years who looked wistfully 
at tbe youngsters going in. The Uttle 
fellow knew one of tbe boys Mr. Lin- 
coln already had in tow and said to 
him: 'Are you going in, Jimmy? Is 
zat gentleman a-taldn you? Wist he'd 
take ma and me.' 


"The mother cbided him and was 


modestly retreating with the boy, when 
Mr. Lincoln said, 'Jimmy, is tbat your 
friend?' 
" 'Yes, sir,' said Jimmy, 'an he's aw- 


ful poor, but nice.' 


"Turning to me, Mr. Lincoln said, 


'Tom," corral this herd until we attend 
to tbe other kid.' 
'1 herded them, and in a few min- 


utes he returned with the tickets for 
little tackle and, calling him up, said, 
'Now, you take your mamma and your- 
self and see the elephantine, the 
rhineossenhoss and the monkeys.' The 
little boy's face was wreathed in 
smiles, and Mr. Lincoln never was hap- 
pier. I enjoyed it all; but, hurrying 
him into the tent, I said, 'If you don't 
get in soon, you'll be bankrupt' 


"And the soul of tbe immortal Lin- 


coln shed its ray -upon tbat of the 
story teller, for tbe many little souls 
he baa made brighter by Just such 
deeds as this are without number, 
though he wouldn't admit It He la al- 
ways the same free hearted Captain 
Kidd, who can tell stories by the 
dozen and who fills a place uneqnaled 
in Springfield for his generous deeds 
end bright personality, which to meet 
with is a happiness and rest
